DETAILED ACTION 

1. This action is response to communications: application, filed on 1 1/17/2000; Decision 
on Appeal issued on 03/15/2010. Claims 1-3,6-13 andl6-21 and 23-28 are pending; claims 4-5, 
14-15 and 22 are canceled. 

Reasons for allowance 

2. With respect to claims 1,11 and 21, the prior arts of record, singly or in combination 
fails to teach the features of claim(s) limitations thereof. Specially, inter alia, it fails to teach a 
method comprising steps of assigning, from a server, distributed computing tasks to a network of 
processor-based client devices; estimating, at said server, based on a client device's resources, a 
time when the client device is to complete an assigned task; determining, at the server, whether 
the task is completed after said time; and if not, determining, at the server, why the task was not 
completed. 

Claims 2-3, 6-10, 12-13, 16-20 and 23-28 further limit the allowed claims, therefore they 
are also allowed. 

Any comments considered necessary by applicant must be submitted no later than the 
payment of the issue fee and, to avoid processing delays, should preferably accompany the issue 
fee. Such submissions should be clearly labeled "Comments on Statement of Reasons for 
Allowance."
